CamiUNICATIQNS 
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An overhand telephone system, comprising three pairs mounted on 
wvoden masts, led away from the wooden-hutted site, via the SW 
earner of the strip, bypassing the eastern side of the village of 
4*HL\/INKEL. This network has been traced back as far as TANGENHUTTE - 
tne ultimate destination is at present not known (see point 6. of 
appendix) . 

There is no permanent rail spur leading into the strip, nor have any 
heavy roadways been lOoated.
